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CALF BITES MAN, 
HE IS UNDERGOING 
RABIES TREATMENT 


\A. H. Benjamin, 
Tried to Treat Animal Which 
Snapped His Thumb. 


GIRL HURT BY A RABBIT 
Eleven Persons Bitten by Dogs 


Bringing Total of the Week 
to 28. 


A bite on the thumb,’ inflicted by a 
calf, whish is believed to have been 
suffering from rabies, made it neces- 
sary Wednesday to begin giving the 
Pasteur treatment to A. H. Benjamin, 
a contractor and builder, who lives at 
2237 Mimika avenue. 

Stray dogs, running at large in the 
Northwest St. Louis neighborhood, 
where Benjamin lives, are supposed to 
have bitien the calf. Warly last week 


it seemed sick, and would not eat or 
drink. 

Thursday, neighbors, whom Benjamin 
had consulted about his calf’s condi- 
ption, told him the animal must have 
choked on some article of food. To re- 
move anything which might be choking 
the calf, Benjamin thrust his hand down 
the animal’s throat. 

Animal Snaps Like a Dog. 
He withdrew the hand quickly as the 
calf, snapping like a dog, bit him .on 
the end of the right thumb. 
It did not occur to him until two 
Gays later, when the calf became un- 
controllable and had to be tied in a 
stable, that the case might be one of 
rabies. Sunday the calf bellowed so 
that it disturbed the whole neighbor- 
hood, and Monday it died. The same 
evening Benjamin went to the labora- 
tory of Dr. Downey L. Harris, city bac- 
teriologist, but found it closed. He re- 
turned Wednesday. 
Dr. Harris, after hearire his story. 
said the calf in all probability had 
rabies, but the Pasteur treatmen: 
should save the man. 
This is the first case of calf bite which 
Dr. Harris has treated. Horses have 
quite frequently been the means of 
transmitting rabies, and cats have oc- 
casionally figured in the histories of 
Pasteur cases.

imprisonment and fined $10,000. 

Mother Kisses Him. 

Gilberto’s 16-year-old bride, who was 
in court wearing a fluffy pink gown. 
a big blue hat and much jewelry, 
showed pleasure at his release, but his 
azed mother, Mrs. Grace Gilberto of 
1401 North Tenth street, was overjoyed, 
and hugged and kissed him with the 
greatest fervor. . 

Barney W. Frauenthal, head of the 
Union Station ticket office and member 
of the City Hospital Board, was fore- 
man of the wiry which--acquitted. Gil- 
berto on all three counts of the charge. 

Emma Bean, formerly of Springfield, 
Tll., was Gilberto’s accuser. Sh3 
charged that he accompanied her last 
spring from Springfield te St. Louis, 
paying her railroad fare. He denied 
her charge, and said her motive was 
jealousy. 

Her complaint was made to the Fed- 
eral authorities when she learned that 
Gilberto’ was about to be married to 
Katie Marmino of 102 North Ninth 
street. Secret service men started after 
Gilberto, but were too late to stop the 
wedding, which took place at the Ftalian 
Catholic Church. He was seized at a 
wedding party, given soon afterward at 
the bride’s home. He. has since been in 
jail, the bride having failed to persuade 
her father to furnish bond for him. 

Young Woman Fatfts. 

Seat, who was sentenced Tuesday, was 
brought up in the Tennessee home ef 
John R. Young.

Girl Who Brought Measles to 


Vertebrae Heal. 


Walter Johnson, 20 years old, lay 
half-conscious Wednesday at the Mis- 
souri Baptist Sanitarium, with his chir 
supported in such a way as to give tne 
dislocated vertebrae in his neck a 
chance to heal. He almost broke his 
neck when he dived into a shallow pool 
at the Normandie Golf Club Tuesday 
afternoon... 

Johnson's head struck a rock when he 

plunged into the pool about 4 p. m. 
Felix McLoughlin, another swimmer, 
took him out. The first examination in- 
dicated his neck ‘was broken and his 
skull fractured, but it later was found 
that there was no skull fracture, and 
that there had been only a dislocation 
of the neck, which had not affected 
the spinal cord. 
He was handled with the greatest 
care to prevent injury to the spinal 
cord, and on reaching the sanitarium 
he was laid on his-back and a strong 
bandage was placed under his chin. 
Four cords, in different directions from 
this bandage, are tied to the head «cf 
the iron bed, and these hold the head 
in such a position that the vertebrae 
will have a chance to grow togethe;, 
while pressure on the spinal cord will 
be avoided. 


Physicians said Johnson  probabiy 
would recover. He lives at 5229 Wells 
avenue. 


A few hours before Johnson was 
hurt, his nenhew, Harry D. Johnson 
Jr., 4% years old, fell from a secon4- 
story window at his home, 5218 Paulian 
place. His face was cut and one anki 
was broken.

McAdoo, before the close of the day, 
expects to ask Attorney-General Mce- 
Reynolds te investigate alleged irregu- 
larities in connection with the closing of 
the First-Second National Bank of 
Pittsburg and determine whether tue 


national bank act has been violated. 

Sufficient facts have been collectei 
by the Treasury Department. it is sail, 
to warrant immediate intervention by 
the Department of Justice. 

Thomas P. Kane, acting Comptroller 
of the Currency, who returned today 
from Pittsburg, declared the First Na- 
tional Bank of that city should have 
been “cleaned up or closed up” at the 
time of its merger with the Second 
National several months ago. Tho 
merger Was authorized by Lawrence 0. 
Murray, former Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency. At that time, Kane declared tc- 
day, the First National's capital was 
badly impaired and the bank was no- 
tifled last December that its impaired 
capital must be restored. The Comp- 
troller added that the condition of the 
bank had been long well known i 
banking circles in Pittsburg, New York 
and elsewhere. 

“The First National Bank of McKees- 
port, which suspended a few hours after 
the First-Second National Bank was 
closed, is arranging for resumption of 
business in a few days,’’ said Kane. 
The bank is in a good condition and 
there was no reason why it should have 
closed other than because of the run 
that started by reason of the Kuhn

Bulgars Reported to Have Told Pow- 
ers They Are Ready for Peace. 
VIENNA, July 9.—The Bulgarian Gov- 
ernment is reperted to have sent a cir- 
cular to the Eurepean Powers expressing 
its readiness to negotiate for peace. 
The Bulgarian and Servian command- 
ers-in-chief are said to be already nego-

Losses Since War Was Renewed Put 
at Fully 50,000. 

LONDON, July 9.—The Bulgarians are 
fiercely attacking Pirojon on the Bel- 
grade-Sofia Railway, cording to a 
Belgrade dispatch to the Mail. 

A Sofia dispatch to the same paper 
says the Bulgars captured the guns at 
Konegevitz, north of Nish. The third 
army has destroyed, between Verania 
and Leskovatz, seven bridges on the 
railway connecting Macedonia and Bel- 
grade. It is reported that the fifth 
army, marching from kKustendil, has 
succeeded in joining forces near ia 
chana. 

A Sofia dispatch to a London news 
agency says heavy fighting took place 
Monday, the Bulgarians attacking the 
Servian center at Kotchana. The Serv- 
lans were repulsed with heavy losses. 

Loss in One Battle 30,000. 

Reports of the evacuation of Kot- 
chana and Istip by Geo. Kovatcheff’s 
army are confirmed in a Sofia dispatch 
to the Times, whitch estimates the losses 
on both sides as scarcely less than 30,- 
605 killed or wounded. The Bulgarians 
faced most desperate fighting and per- 
formed great feats of heroism before 
they were routed, suffering the severer 
losses. 

According to the high authority the 
local casualties on all sides since the 
War was resumed have been fully 
50,000, 

A @ispatch to the Times from Doi- 
ran, dated July 7, says: 

“King Constantine and his staff have 
removed from headquarters here and 
are encamped on the lake side.

SALONIKI, July 9—Father Michel, 
superior of the French Catholic Mis- 
gion at Kilkish, confirms reports of 
massacres committed in that district 
by Bulgarian irregulars. 

In one instance they burned to death 
700 men belonging to Kurkurt by impris- 
oning them in a mosque under which 
they exploded bombs, setting the build- 
ing on fire. They had previously as- 
sembled the men’s wives and daughters 
to witness the spectacle. 

Even more terrible scenes were enact- 
ed at Kilkish Planitza and Raynovo, 
women also being burned to death. 

Father Michel asserts that among the 
irregulars responsible for these atrocities 
were business and professional men and 
students from Sofia.

An extension of the grand jury graft 
investigation to an inquiry regarding the 
use of money in connection with the lo- 
cation of the East Side approach to the 


free bridge.and the rumored payments 
to certain members of the Municipal As- 
sembly in connection with bridge bond 
issue bills has resulted in the issuance 
of subpenas for several members of the 
Assembly. 

The lead to the free bridge inquiry, it 
is reported, was developed in the exam- 
ination by Circuit Attorney Harvey of 
witnesses summoned to tell of rumors 
of the use of money in alley grants and 
sprinkling contracts. 

It is reported that evidence that mem- 
bers of the Assembly had been offered 
options on land along the right of way 
ef the Reber appreach to the free bridge 
to vote for bond issue bills was devel- 
oped unexpectedly in the grand jury 
room when Harvey was conducting an 
inquiry into influences used to obtain 
the passage over Mayor Kiel’s veto of 
the tax rate bill, increasing the rate 
from $2.22 to $2.36. 

The evidence on this peint is said to 
have shown that members of the House 
were told their seats would be declared 
vacant if they did mot vote to pass the 
bill over the veto. Delegates Grierson 
and Klug, who were witnesses Tuesday, 
voted to sustain the Mayor. 

Holbrook Is Not Called. 

Walter J. Holbrook, real estate pro- 
moter,’ who was summoned Monday at 
the beginning of the investigation, was 
not placed on the witness stand before 
the grand jury either Monday or Tues- 
day. After he had waited all aftefnoon 
the second day to be taken before the 
grand jury, he was informed by ooh af Oe 
that he would not be needed immediate- 
ly.

He said he heard 
rumors that land valued at about $46,000 
was to be distributed among certain city 
officials if a certain approach was 
chosen.

“On the contrary, the advantage seems 
to be altogether on the railroad’s side, 
for the city has already acquired all of 
the land, street and railroad crossings 
for the Reber approach, all of the build- 
ings have been cleared from the land 
and nothing remains to be done except 
to build the approach. If the Alton & 
Mississippi proposition should be ac- 
cepted, it would involve the abandon- 
ment of fully three miles of the Reber 
approach, which means a loss of some- 
thing like $150,000 in money. It would 
also mean a considerable delay, for the 
Alton & Mississippi must first’ acquire 
the right of way which it proposes to 
give, and as it will not be able to ac- 
quire all of it by purchase, it will be 
necessary to resort to condemnation pro- 
ceedings, which will drag ‘along for 
months in the ordinary course of things.

; es of Protests Against Al- 
Aeged Boisterous Conduct of 
Place to Prosecutor. 


- The protest of Ferguson residents 
‘against the way in which Hibernian 
Park, on the outskirts of the town, 
conducted, resulted Wednesday in tne 
arrest of James O'Malley and Reuben 
Chandler, charged with selling liquor 
without a license at the park, last Fri- 
day, July 4. 

Prosecuting Attorney Lashly of St. 


‘Louis County said that two Ferguson 
“then, whose names he would not give 
at present, had bought a bottle of 
beer each from the accused men on that 
day. He-said he did not believe the 
men could defend their cases on the 
ground that they are officers or em- 
ployes of a club, as the two purchasers 
of beer were not members of any club 
having headquarters at the park. Lash- 
ly says Director O’Connor of the park 
admitted to him that the place was 
kept up by the proceeds of the bar. 
Complain of Disturbance. 

The names of the men who are said 
to have bought beer at the park did 
not appear on the capiases on which 
O'Malley and Chandler were arrested. 
O’Malley’s name appeared on the 
capias as “John Doe, alias James 
O’Maliey.” 

As told in the Post-Dispatch sev- 
eral days ago, residents of Ferguson 
have’ declared that Hibernian Park 
was run‘in a boisterous manner, and 
was a source of disturbance late at 
night and on Sundays. Some of the 
Ferguson people recently visited 
Archbishop Glennon, to ask him to 
use his influence with some of the 
leading members of organizations 


| which were supposed to be responst- 
ble for the management of the park. 


O’Connor’s Statement. 
John J. O’Connor, president of the 
Hibernian Society, in a letter to the 
Post-Dispatch, declared that the people 


of Ferguson had no occasion to com-| 


‘plain of the way in which Hibernian 
Park is run. The park is closed at 10 
Pp. m. on week days and Sunday, he 
said, and he insisted that there had 
been no disturbances there, as there 
were strict reguiations over the con- 
duct. of visitors to the park. 

When he was told of the two arrests. 
O’Connor sald he did not believe those 
in charge of the park had knowingly 
violated any law. 

“Our society has spent nearly $25,000 
in beautifying the park,’’ O’Connor said, 
“and our aim has been to make it a 
family resort, with nothing objection- 
able. There is a small element in Fer- 
guson which is trying to make trouble 
for us.’

TO BE INVESTIGATED 


Cole County Prosecutor Says He 
Will Lay All Information Be- 
fore Grand Jury.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 9.—‘‘T intend 
to lay before the grand jury, which 
convenes July 28, all the information I 
can gather upon violations of the anti- 
lobby law,” said Prosecuting Attorney 
James H. Lay of Cole County, today. 

“T have written to Senator Carter 
of Clark County and Senator Mike Kin- 
ney of St. Louis to give me any infor- 
mation they possess relative to lobby- 
ing, which they may have observed 
here last winter on behalf of the police 
salary-increase bill, or any other bills.”’ 

Lay may summon as witnesses be- 
fore the grand jury, Senators Car- 
ter of Clark, Representative Orr of 
Livingston County, and other members 
who introduced resolutions in the Gen- 
eral Assembly last winter, calling . for 
the investigation of the St. Louis police 
and insurance lobbyists. 

Several resolutions of this. kind were 
introduced during the session conden:n- 
ing the “‘pernicious activity” of the lob- 
byists. 

Near the close of the session, when 
desperate efforts were being made to 
pass the police salary increase bill, 
Senator Carter condemned by resolution 
and by a speech in support of it, the 
purported head of the lobby for the po- 
lice salary increase. 

Lay finds that none of the men here 
working for the passage of the police 
salary increase bill, nor those working 
against the repeal of the Oliver law, 
were registered on the book kept for 
that purpose in the Secretary of State’s 
office. 

It is a felony, under the anti-lobby 
act, for persons paid to oppose or sup-

WASTE’ IN REPORT 
ON NEWHAVEN RR 


Says 8 Per Cent Dividend Could 
Have Been Paid, but Deficit 
Was Shown, in 1912. 


By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 9.—Financial op- 


erations of the New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad, its ownership of 
trolley lines and control of allied New 
England railways, are condemned by 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, in 


the report of its investigation made 
public here today. The commission’s 
conclusions are: 

That the ‘outside’ financial manage- 
ment has been ‘wasteful in the ex- 
treme” and that had the New Haven 
confined itself to actual railroad activ- 
ities under the same conditions that 
prevailed in other respects “it could 
have paid a dividend of 8 per cent for 
the fiscal year 1912 and carried to sur- 
Plus account $1,794,000 instead of show- 
ing a deficit of $930,000.’’ 

Agreement With B. & A. 
+ That the New Haven’s agreement 
with the Boston & Albany is ‘‘viola- 
tive of the spirit of the statute against 


be canceled.” 

“In Our opinion,” says the commis- 
sion, “‘this line should be kept entirely 
free from New Haven control.” 

That the New Haven should divest 
itself of its trolley lines, not because 


law, but because such ownership might 
be used to prevent the building of 
competing lines in the future. 

Boston & Maine Merger. 

That the Boston & Maine's merger 
with the New Haven, if permitted to 
stand, will result in “an almost ex- 
clusive monopoly of transportation fa- 
cilities by railroad in the greater por- 
tion of New England.”’ 

That passenger train service, without 
considering safety of operation-on the 
New Haven, is distinctly bett®ér than 
ori any other line entering New York 
and that of the Boston & Maine equally 
as good. 

Both roads, however, are criticised ad- 
versely for lack of steel cars. 

Financial Operations, 

It is shown by the report that in 
1903, the total capitalization of the New 
Haven was $93,000,000 and its opergted 
mileage 2040 miles. In 1912, its capi- 
talization was $417,000,000, an increase of 
$324,000,000; while its operated mileage 
was increased only 5 miles. In this pe- 
riod of nine years, the New Haven 
company acquired actual ownership of 
about 800 miles of road, which it pre- 
viously had operated, expending approx- 
imately $40,000,000 in obtaining the addi- 
tional mileage. It expended during the 
nine years $96,000,000 for betterments 
and equipments, making a total of 
$136,000,000 devoted to its railroad prop- 
erty. 

“This would leave,” the report points 
out, “the sum of $204,000,000, which ‘In 
nine years has been expended in opera- 
tions outside its railroad sphere.’’ 

In its acquisition of the Rhode Island 
trolley lines the report says the New 
Haven gave $13,500,000 for nothing, 

The New Yerk, West Chester & Bos- 
ton Railway, the evidence disclosed, 
when opened for business in 1912 had 
cost the New Haven about $34,000,000, 
$12,000,000 In excess of the value of the 
property on the New Haven’s own 
showing. 

“The other outside ventures of the 
New Haven company have been almost 
uniformly prosecuted at a loss. This is 
true of its trolley acquisitions and 


ship lines,” says the report. 
Rallroad Regulation. 

No order was made by the commis- 
sion, but in its opinion, the following 
propositions which have national ap- 
plication to all railroads, lie at the foun- 
dation of adequate railroad regula- 
tion: : 

‘Every interstate railroad should be 
prohibited from ,expending money or 
incurring liabilities or acquiring prop- 
erty not used in the operation of its 
railroad or in legitimate improvement, 
extension or development of that rail- 
road. 

‘“‘No interstate railroad should be per- 
mitted to lease or purchase any other 
railroad nor to acquire the stocks or 
securities of any other railroads nor +o 
guarantee the same, directly or indi- 
rectly, without the approval of the Fed- 
eral Government.” 

The report strongly suggests that in- 
creased net income for the Boston & 
Maine should be secured by a reforin 
in expenditures rather than by increase 
of rates. 

Campaign Contributions. ~ 

Mellen’s campaign contributions are 
strongly commented on in the report, 
which says also the marine equipment 
of the New Haven was manipulated. 

The report says the present managce- 
ment of the company started out with 
the purpose of controlling the trans- 
portation. facilities of New England.

“It seems proper to add that while 
the financial operations of this com- 
pany have resulted 4m heavy losses 
there is nothing to indicate that its 
solvency has been impaired. The cqm- 
pany has expended in the last nine 
years upon its road and equipment over 
$50,000 a. mile, a sum almost equal to 
the average capitalization of the rail- 
roads of the United States at the be- 
ginning of that period. While this ex- 
penditure has been made with a free 

hand, there is nothing to show that it 
has not been wisely made and mich to 
indicate ‘that the result has Pe J justi- 
fied the outlay.”

Shortly after the loser 
rises without lasting injury, for the 
resistance of his bones and of his 
organs is in a strict and natural 
proportion to the strength of the 
human weapon which has struck him 


down.

HE best part of Maeterlinck’s ap- 
preciation is that recognizing the 

mental poise lent by the game. The 
successful boxer is he that is able to 
differentiate himself and his personal 
feelings from the contest and to concen- 
trate on the task at hand. This habit 
develops from one merely incident to the 
ring until it is used unconsciously in 
all the battles of life. Anyone who 
has had to do with ring men will tell! 
you they are the hardest of all persons 
to provoke to casual or street brawls. 
Tolerance and conservatism are not 
the least of the virtues bred in the 
ring.

ON JULY FOURTH 


Authorities Believe Testimony of 
Cottagers Will Establish That 
Miss Crispell Was Slain. 


CORONER’S PROBE TODAY 


Herbert Johns, Suitor Held in 
Connection With Tragedy, 
Maintains Innocence. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WILKES-BARRE, Pa., July 9.—A Cor- 
oner’s jury will today hear evidence in 
proof that 18-year-old Miss Alice Cris- 
pell, whose body was dragged from 
the bottom of Harvey Lake, a summer 
resort near here, was murdered and 
will consider what reasons authorities 
have for holding Herbert Johns, a 
young man of this city, in connection 
with the tragedy: Johns is tn jail and 
last night was put through a grill by 
District Attorney’ John H. Bigelow, 
though with what result could-not ve 
learned. 

The tragedy. Akean when Mi&s Cris- 


pell’s parents, who own a large farm 


bordering the lake shore, reported her 
disappearance July 4. Search led in- 
véstigators to nome of Mrs. F. J. Neck- 
eszer and Mrs. 8. T. Bicholson, who 


eaid at 11:30 o'clock on the night of | 


July 4 they heard a girl’s voice raised 
in terror near the lake. 

The dragging of the lake resulted in 
the finding of Miss Crispell’s body. 
What evidence of murder may exist, 
authorities refuse to say, but Dr. P. 
J. Higgins, who performed the autopsy 
on order of. Coroner Marley, declares 
the ‘autopsy bore evidence of a possible 
motive for the crime—the same that 
actuated Chester Gillette in the murder 
of Grace Brown in Moose Lake some 
years ago, and for which Gillette paid 
the penalty in the death chair. 

Held As atitness. 

The detention of Johns, not chi rged 
‘with murdering the girl, but as ar ‘™- 
portant witness, is because he was the 
girl's acknowledged suitor, that he still 
maintains he loved her and that she was 
last seen in his company. Further, au- 
thorities want to know why, according 
to his own statements, he should have 
left her abruptly on the night of July 
4, leaving her to walk three and-a half 
miles to her home instead of escorting 
her there as usual. Johns stated pos- 
dtively he did not leave her while she 
was that distance from her home; nor 
does he say they had quarreled. 

About 10 o’clock on the night of July 
4 Miss Crispell’s sister and a girl friend, 
Miss Stella Only, strolling along “‘Lov- 
er’s Lane,’’ on Harvey Lake shore, came 
upon the girl and Johns walking in the 
dipection of the Crispell farm, but fully 
two miles away from it. An‘hour later 
was when cottagers heard a woman's 
screams. ; 
-Thete hae arisen stories Johns had a 
rival for the love of Miss Crispell in 
the person of 22-year-old Harrison Cann, 
also of this city, and that Cann, known 

as “Canny,’’ had challenged Johns to 
swim across Harvey Lake, two miles 
‘and a half broad, the winner to have a 
free field for the courtship of Miss 
Crigpell. 

4n view of the fact that Cann is a one- 
- armed man, the authorities do not know 
just how much credence to put into this 
story. « 

. Parents Furnish Letter. 

Miss Crispell’s parents, however, are 
of the opinion her only suitor was Johns 
and they delivered to authorities a let- 
ter from the young man. His friends 
declare this letter is a most favorable 
piece of evidence for him, since it was 
mailed from Wilkesbarre last Sunday— 
two days after the girl’s disappearance— 
and would indicate the ignorance of 
Johns as to Miss Crispell’s fate on 
vuly 4. 

However, authorities say if Johns had 
enything to conceal he may have con- 
ctived the ruse of sending such a letter 
‘to strengthen an alibi. It refers jocular- 
ly to “Canny” and the matter ‘of swim- 
tring the lake. It reads: 

“Dearest Alice: I will now take the 
pleasure in writing you a few lines, hop- 
ing it will find you in as good health as 
it leaves me. Well, how did you feel 
Saturday and Sunday? Gee, I felt on 
the bum. Who the devil said it was cool 
over at the lake? Why, I was much

Objections to the interlocutory decree 
States Circuit Court of | 
Appeals in tie Terminal Railroad As- 
sociation ouster suit were filed with the 
court, Tuesday, by Edward C. Crow, 
special counse] for the Government. 
Crow declared that the decree pre- 


pared by the court did not abolish the 
bridge arbitrary at St. Louis, as the 
Supreme Court intended it should be 
abolished. He said in his brief: 

“The imposition of this arbitrary 
charge, being a matter of public and 
not private concern and being found to 
be illegal by the Supreme Court, its ab- 
olition and continued prevention should 
not be left to a contract to be agreed 
upon wholly by the defendants, and the 
protection of :the public against the 
continuance of the imposition of the 
wrongful charge should not be and was 
not intended by the Supreme Court to be 
left to rest completely in an agreement 
of the defendants not to continue the 
wrong. The interlocutory decree should, 
by injunction, prevent and enforce the 
continued prevention of the wrongful 
imposition of the arbitrary charge upon 
the interstate St. Louis, Mo., traffic.” 

Crow’s objections to the interlocutory 


decree will be heard by the court before 


a final decree is entered. Crow has sig- 
nified his intention of appealing to the 
United States Supreme Court unless the 
Court of Appeals specifically abolishes 
the po Le Fo bel se vheadenbe Sd in its final decree.

MOTHER'S STORY 


OF TYPIST'S DEATH 
RAISES MAN'S BOND 


‘Nobody Put Me in My Grave 
but Bill Nisbeth,’’ She Testi- 
fies Daughter Said. 


MACON, Mo., July 9.—Th2 dramatic 
story of the girl’s mother on the wit- 
ness stand yesterday afternoon at the 
preliminary hearing of John W. Nis- 
beth, caused Justice Dempsey to in- 
crease Nisbeth’s bond to answer any 
charges that may be put against him 
in connection with the death of Miss 
Myrtle Drinkard. 

Miss Drinkard, who was 21 years old, 
died under mysterious circumstances 
several weeks ago. According to the 
mother, she made an ante-mortem state- 
ment accusing Nisbeth of administering 
a drug to her for an unlawful pur- 
pose. 

Mother’s Story on Stand. 

Nisbeth was arrested June 28. He 
denounced the charges as ridiculous. 
He was released under $8000 bond. This 
bond yesterday was rncreased to $75. 
George Critchfield, an employe of Nis- 
beth, has been arrested and released on 
$2000 bond. 

Mrs. Yocum testified that her daugh- 
ter had been employed for two years 
before her death as a stenographer for 
Nisbeth in his store at Bevier, in this 
county. About a month ago she ve- 
came seriously ill. 

Weeping, the mother declared that 
just before she died her daughter 
called Mrs. Yocum to her side and 
said: 

‘‘Mamma, I want to tell you before I 
go about this trouble. Nobody put me 
in my grave but Bill Nisbeth. I wanx 
you to know it.’”’ 

Reform Worker. 

“The death of Miss Drinkard and 
the arrest of Nisbeth and Critchfield 
startled this whole county. Nisbeth 
is known as a refor:mer, whose activi-- 
ties largely resulted h. the success of 
a campaign to vote saloons out of 
Bevier. He was formerly a council- 
man of the town, and has been a 
leader in the Baptist Church, where 
Miss Drinkard sang in the choir. 
Many of his friends say they believe 
the present charges have been made 
to discredit his reform work. 

Miss Drinkard was considered the 
balle of the village. She and Critch- 
field were the only employes in Nis- 
beth’s shop until two months ago, when 
Nisbeth sent Gritchfield to Callao, Mo., 
to take charge of a branch store there. 

Coroner Won't Act. 

Miss Drinkard rarely went out of 
evenings except- with Mr. and Mrs. 
Nisbeth. She and-Mrs. Nisbeth had 
always appeared to be particularly close 
friends. 

T. B. Gronaway, Coroner of Macon 
County, has refused to conduct an au- 
topsy on the body of Miss Drinkard, de- 
claring that sufficient evidencé of the 
necessity of one has not been presented 
to him. Nisbeth, while declaring the 
charges against him are ridiculous, says 
it is but natural, in the circumstances, 
that the dead girl’s relatives should 
wish a thorouga investigation.

TELLS OF LOSSES IN 
MARKET GAMBLING 


Michel, Recovering From At- 
tempt to Kill Self, Says He 
Never -Won Bet. 


H. W. Michel, recovering at the city 
hospital Wednesday from his attempt 
to kill himself by cutting his wrists and 
swallowing rat poison, told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter the story of his strange 
mania for stock market gambling. 


“When I was a young man,” said 
Michel, who is now 62 years old, “I 
saved every cent over my, bare living 
expenses, in the belief that with a little 
capital I could make a fortune on the 
stock market. 

“When I had saved $1500 I bet it 
against the market in trading on mar- 
gins. I lost every cent. That should 
have taught me a lesson, but it did not. 
I thought my only mistake had been in 
not having enough capital to stay with 
the game a little longer. So I went 10 
saving again. That was 20 years ago. 

Saved 85000 in 20 Years. 

“I. denied myself everything. I have 
never married. I saved more than 
$5000 in those 20 years. Then, less than 
two years ago, I started marginal trad- 
ing again. I never won a bet. I lost 
$925 in trades made through the Brown 
Stock and Bond* Co. I closed a deal 
through the D. R. Francis & Bro. Com- 
mission Co. and logt $2600. Those were 
perhaps my largest losses, but I lost 
everything I invested. How much I 
lost through the Hubbard & Moffit Com- 
mission Co,, the firm I regularly traded 
with, I don’t knew. A year ago I bought 
& seat on the Merchants’ Exchange 
for $100, so that I could make deals 
for myself. I lest just the same. 

“I had not the courage to start in 
and save money again, and I knew that 
if I should do it the gambling fever 
would get hold of me, and the money 
would go the same way it went twice 
before. So I determined to kill myself, 
and I am sorry I did not succeed.” 

Michel had been in the mail service 
13 years when he resigned Monday. His 
earnings were $125 a month as a letter 
Carrier. He lived at 5559 Theodosia 
avenue and his mother, a widow, lives 
at 4448 Kossuth avenue. 

Brokers Say He Exaggerates. 

He was found in the Metchants’ Ex- 
change washroom, at the busiest hour 
of trading Tuesday, just after he had 
swallowed the poison and slashed his 
wrists. He had written letters to the 
St. Louis daily newspapers and to Pres- 
ident Wilson and other public person- 
ages, in which he told the story of his 
losses. In his letter to the Post-Dis- 
patch he named the firms with which 
he had dealt. 

Tom H, Francis of Francis & Broa. 
later told a Post-Dispatch reporter that 
the books of the company showed that 
Michel had lost no money in trading 
with them, and that fn fact he had not 
engaged in any deals, but had merely 
deposited his money and drawn inter- 
est on it. Officers of the other firms 
mentioned said his losses with them 
were not nearly so great as he had rep-| 
resented.

In ‘St. Louis; the comparatively small share of 
grade separation expensé the city has been asked 
to meet is the consequential damages to private 
property owners. Expediency dictates that re-

the chief result of years of grade separation ef- 
fort. What the public wants is work on the cross- 
ings with pick and shovel. 

In Philadelphia the details of the improvement 
will be perfected during the summer for submis- 
sion to the Municipal Legislature early in the fall. 
The same course should be pursued in St. Louis. 
The Wabash agreement, now held up by a slight 
hitch, is especially urgent and should be closed be- 
fore the receivership is terminated. Comprehen- 
sive plans for abolishing grade crossings on this 
and other roads should be ready, for the approval 
of the Assembly on its resumption of business 
after the summer adjournment.

The Mississippi Exposition Co. will 
probably stage another state fair; ani we have 
led so long in Aviation that the Aero Club can be 
ecunted upon to produce. the latest thrill if 
called upon. Yet these various projects, depend- 
ing for justification and financial outlay, on. the 
number of visitors who are attracted to the city, 
ugually work independently and probably without 
co-operative knowledge or concern in the plans 
of each other. In consequence (as in former 
years) St. Louls will hysterically churn up the 
local atmosphere and give its unorganized fall 
show to the home guard, because the outlying 
country has not been impressed with the mag- 
nitude or charm of the combined attractions.

22:—Why Things Float. 
PECIFIC gravity is the ‘pull that 
the earth exerts on everything 
outside it. It is what keeps us 
down to earth; it is the reason 
en apple falis to .i6 ground; or a stone, 
when you throw it. 
‘And specific gravity is the thing that 
causes some objects to float and others 
to sink in water. A stick weighs less in 
proportion to its size than the same 
quantity of water. Therefore the earth 
exacts more of a pull on the water than 
it does on the stick., The result is that 
the stick “floats.”” A stone weighs a 
good deal more than the same quantity 
of water. Therefore the stone sinks, 
Cold air is denser or heavier than 
warm air. That is the reason why the 
air is cooler near ttre floor than it is 
at the ceiling. The warm air floats on 
the cold air. | 
At one time it was believed that only 
wooden boats would float. Men worked 
until they found that.by making an iron 
beat of a certain size and shape they 
could easily make it float because it 
contained so much air, and air is light. 
As an empty boat is loaded with 
freight or passengers it slowly sinks

are being prepared by Dr. Max Starkloff, Health 

Commissioner, to be introduced in the Municipal 

Assembly, he announced Tuesday. 

“This is the only method by which hydrophobia 
can be eradicated from the city,” he declared. 
“The life of one child who dies from hydrbv- 
phobia is worth more than all the dogs in the 
municipality. 

Dr. Starkloff declared that the efforts of the 
Health Department and officials to eliminate 
deaths from the bites of rabid dogs have been 
met with ridictle. 

“The death Sunday at the city hospital of little 
Elsie Anderson, the most recent of eight deaths 
from hydrophobia in St. Louis in the last 18 
months, will have a tendency to decrease to some

In the following article, taken 
from the Encyclopedia Britannica, 
the nature of the terrible and in- 
curable disease hydrophobia is very 
clearly set forth: 


HE disease is communicated by the 
secretions of the mouth of the af- 
fected animal entering a wound or 
abrasion of the human skin or mucous 
membrane. In the great majority of 
cases (90 per cent), this is due to the 
bite of a rabid dog, but bites of rabid 
cats, wolves, foxes, jackals, etc., are 
occasionally the means of conveying 
the disease. Numerous popular fallacies 
still prevail on the subject of hydro- 
phobia. Thus it is supposed that the 
bite of an angry dog may produce the 
disease, and all the more if the animal 
should subsequently develop symptoms 
of rabies. The ground for this errone- 
ous notion is the fact, which is unques- 
tionable, that animals in whom rabies 
is in the stage of incubation,” during 
which there are few if any symptoms, 
may by their bites convey the disease, 
though fortunately during this early 
stage they are little disposed to bite. 
The bite of a non-rabid animal, how- 
ever enraged, cannot give rise to hy- 
drophobia. 
T HE period of incubation of the dis- 
ease, or that time which elapses 
between the introduction of the virus 
and the development of the symptoms, 
appears to vary in a remarkable de- 
gree, being in some cases as short as 
@ fortnight, and in others as long as 
several months or even years. On an 
Le 
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average, it seems to be about six weeks 
to three months, but it mainly depends 
on the part bitten; bites on the. head 
are the most dangerous. The incuba 
tion period is also said to be shorter in 
children, The rare instances of the 
appearance of hydrophobia many years 
after the introduction of the poison are 
always more or less open to question 
as to subsequent inoculation. 


HEN the disease is about to de- 
clare itself it not unfrequently 
happens that the wound, which had 
quickly and entirely healed after the 
Lite, begins to cxhibit evidence of irri- 
tation or inflammatory action, or at 
least to be the seat of morbid sensa- 
tions such as numbness, tingling or 
itching. The symptoms characterizing 
the premonitory stage are great mental 
depression and disquietude, together 
with restlessness and a kind of indefi- 
nite fear. ‘There is an unusual tendency 
to talk, and the articulation is abrupt 
and rapid. Although in some instances 
the patients will not acknowledge that 
they have been previously bitten, and 
deny it with great obstinacy, yet gen- 
erally they are well aware of the na- 
ture of their malady, and speak de- 
spairingly of its consequences. There 
is in this early stage a certain amount 
ef constitutional disturbance showing 
itself by feverisnness, loss of appetite. 
sleeplessness, headache, great nervous 
excitability, respiration of a peculiar 
sighing or sobbing character, and even 
occasionally a noticeable aversion to 
liquids. These symptoms—conastituting | 
what is termed the melancholic stage— 
continue in general for one or two days, 
when they are succeeded by the stage 
of excitement in which all the charac- 
teristic phenomera of the malady are 
fully developed. Sometimes the disense 
first shows itself in this stage, without 
antecedent. symptoms. 
$ Secon agitation of the sufferer now 
becomes greatly increased, and the 
countenance exhibits anxiety and ter- 
ror. There is noticed a marked embar- 
rassment of the breathing, but the 
most striking and terrible feature of 
this stage are the effects. produced by 
the attempts to swallow fluids. The 
patient suffers from thirst and desires 
eagerly to drink, but on making the 
effort is seized with a most violent 
suffocative paroxysm produced by 
spasms of the muscles of swallowing 
and breathing, which continues for sev- 
eral seconds, and is succeeded by. a 
feeling of intense alarm and distress.

which has suggested the notion that 
the patient barks like a dog. In many 
instances there is a great mental dis- 
turbance, with fits of maniacal excite- 
ment, in which he strikes at every one 
about him, and accuses them of being 
the cause of hio suffering—these attacks 
being succeeded by calm intervals in 
which he expresses great regret for his 
violent behavior. During all this stage 
of the disease the patient is tormented 
with a viscid secretion accumulating 
in his mouth, which from dread of 
swallowing he is constantly spitting 
about him.

WASHINGTON, July 9.—The first idea 
of the size this year of the country’s 
greatest crop—corn—was given today, 
when the Department of Agriculture | Bed 
issued its report showing ‘the acreage, 
condition and estimate of the number 
of bushels of corn which condition re- 
ports indicate will be produced. More 
definite figures as to the size of the 
great wheat crop, expected to be the 
second largest ever gathered,ealso were 
given, as well as the first idea of the 
size of the potato, tobaceo and rice 
crops. 

Details of the acreage, condition on 
July 1 and indicated acre yield and 
tota! production, interpreted from con- 
dition reports, of the various crops. 
follow: , 

Winter wheat—Area planted, 30,988,000 
acres, compared with 26,571,000 acres last 
year. Condition, 81.6 per cent of a 
normal, compared with 83.5 per cent 
on June 1, 73.3 per cent on July 1 last 
year and 79.9 per cent, the 10-year aver- 
age on July 1. Indicated yield, 15.6 
bushels per acre, compared with. 15.1 
bushels last year and 15.2 bushels, the 
average for the past five years. Esti- 
mated total production, 483,00000 bush- 
els, compared with 399,919,000 bushels 
last year, 430,656,000 bushels in 1911, 434,- 
142,000 bushels in 1910 and 418,000,000 bush- 
els in 1909. 

Spring wheat—Area planted, 18,663,000 
acres, compared with 19,243,000 acres last 
year.
